The letter published in your edition 
of Oct..6th, by Dr. John P. Bennett, 
would have had discouraging effects 
on my wife and self had it not been 
for a letter from our son, dated July 
15th and received Oct. Sth, 1898. 
The answer and comment you made 
to the letter 1s true and y pleas- 
ing to us all. In ing your 
argument I will mail you part of the 
letter we received from our son John 
Rudolph Smith, who left Edmonton 
March 10th, 1898, and who has never 
made complaints as yet. Here it is : 
In the wilderness of British Columbia. 

July 11th, 1898. 

My dear parents: Well,here we are, 
1,200 miles from Edmonton and still 


not at our journey’s end. We are | Pp 


pressing onward, through swamps and 
fallen timber, but as Mr. Fleming 
says, (by the way Fleming is an old 
miner 1849, California, and is with 
the J. H. Mason party of which my 
son is a member,) “The road to the 
gold fields is never an easy one.” We 
all live in hopes as we expect to reach 
the Liard river in about 20 days and as 
that’ is supposed to be the new Klon- 
dike, we hope to send you good 
news. So you see it will take us very 
near till fall before we reach the fields 
therefore coming home this fall is 
nearly out of the question, as it would 
be useless, to turn around without 
gaining anything except some ex- 
perience. ou see this trail is not 
what it was supposed to be. It has 
been one continuous fight all the way 
up from the mission on the Peace 
River, but not the fight the 49’rs had 
in California. One does not hear the 
crack of the pistols from the hand of 
the Indians, in fact we have not seen 
an Indian since we have been on this 
trail, but we hear the steady “crack,” 
“crack,” of the trail cutters axes as 
they cut away trees and build bridges 
across streams and valleys; making a 
road so our pack horses may pass 
through this portion of the great 
Northwest, where no white men ever 
set foot before. So if we succeed in 
getting through, of which I have not 
the slightest doubt, for there are some 
60 brave hearted men on this trail, 
we should surely be entitled to the 
name of the “ Pioneers of the North- 
west Territory.” There are about 18 
parties with about 60 men and some 
250 horses. We are the largest party. 
There is the O. H. Gedis party taking 
through 45 of the finest steers I ever 
saw. As the most of the parties keep 
in a bunch, we visit one another and 
have many a jolly time together. One 
party has a fellow with them who has 
some Sankey hymn books ard we 
have quite a good quartette, so we 
spend the evening singing such hymns 
and songs as we can remember, and 
we are ulways called upon to sing 
“ Home Sweet Home,” “ Where is my 
wandering boy to-night,” &c., &c., 
thus we enjoy ourselves twixt all our 
trouble. 

I presume you heard some very sad 
news from some of the would-be gold 
seekers, and from the newspapers, but 
let me say to you “Let no man’s news 
scare you ; don’t believe anything you 
read in the newspapers about hard- 
ships.” The only hardships we have 
are the flies and mosquitoes and, 
great scott, theydo torment us. As 
for the other hardships don’t take any 
stock in them. We have plenty to 
eat, good water, good beds, good rifles, 
and plenty of game if we wish to shoot 
it. So don’t by any means worry for 
if any news can reach you, you bet IJ 
will send it. Ihave not had a letter 
from home since we left Edmonton. I 
am in the best of health and so is 
everyone in the party. We want for 
nothing. With love to all. Your 
loving son, Rudolph.

ST. BERNARD MISSION, LESSER SLAVE 
LAKE. 


(Special correspondence.) 

In 1874 the Catholic mission at 
Lesser Slave lake was established, 
and, in the 24 years that have come 
and gone since then, untiring energy 
on the part of the order in charge has 
effected a great transformation. The 
tough original condition of the land 
that surrounded the small unpreten- 
tions log shack which constituted the 
mission in those early days is changed, 
and now, at the present writing, the 
score of gooi buildings are crowned 
by a splendidly constructed convent 
back on the hill which terminates the 
gradual rise of land from the lake 
which lies at the foot of the mission 
property. The situation is a most 
picturesque one and made more so by 
the improvement that is being carried 
on during the summer months. The 
present head of the diocese, Bishop 
Clute, is untiring in his efforts to 
have the land cleared of a mat com. 

of very rough underbrush and 
decayed stumps, which characterizes 
the original condition of the soil. 
When cleared it is most fertile, as 
proven by the list of the different 


kinds of grain and vegetables grown 


upon it, given later on in this letter. 
a the Inbor, and it certainly is labor, 
connected with clearing the land has 
been performed by the bishops and 
priests and brothers. I am informed 
by the curate, Father Falher, that a 
very large p ion has been done 
hy the bishop himself. 

On the day of my visit I was taken 
out to a clearing south of the school 
house where I was presented to the 
bishop who stood, grub hoe in hand, 
the very picture of industry and 
benevolence. His labor will vara | 
warded (next by a crop whic 
will help to Samnahe leas and soul of 
some native together. When 
the next philanthropist drops into 
your office and starts to fill you up on 
some other man’s troubles, just head 
him out this way. The amount of 
good accomplished, misfortune relieved 
and stomachs filled ; the number of 
vermin infested kids scrubbed, cloth- 
ed and set in rows to be christened 
will make him a dummy for the rest 
of his natural life. “Honor to whom 
honor is due,” the poet sang ; after 
seeing the daily labor performed by 
these people, particularly the sisters 
of charity, I cannot but coincide with 


the poet. 

Between 50 and 60 children, boys 
and girls, are being looked after at the 
resent time. They are housed, fed, 
clothed and schooled. Just now the 
fishing season is close at hand, when 
the heads of the families go off to the 
nets and the children are left at the 
mission. They return from the fish- 
ing about the the later part of Octob- 
er, stay but to say “good by,” and 
are off again to the hunting grounds 
fer the winter. During all this time 
the children are cared for most care- 
fully by the sisters. Some times the 
number of children in charge of the 
sisters will swell to something over 
100 and for nine sisters to superintend 
a family of that number is almost_ be- 
yond the range of human possibility ; 
yet they do it. 


The feeding of this peculiar brand 
of children is a colossal problem. 
They are the finest eaters on earth 
and can tuck more under their pinnies 
than any ordinary corporation laborer. 
The hustling of food falle upon the 
shoulders of the bishop, priests and 
brothers. It was my pleasure, accom- 
panied by Father Falher, a most 
courteous gentleman, to visit the field 
laid out for gardening purposes. 
Brother Laroie, a man with an excep- 
tionally broad knowledge of agri- 
cultural products, conducted us over 
the entire farm, where I saw the 
following roots and vegetables,nearing 
if not at, the age of complete matur- 
ity: Barley, oats and wheat,of which 
I enclose a sample, corn, potatoes, 
turnips, onions, carrots and squash. 
I weighed a turnip of the purple top 
variety which tipped the scales at 19 
pounds, I also saw weighed the 
following: Twenty-four onions, 21 
ponnds.; one potatoe 3} pounds; one 
carrot, 24 unds; one squash, 36 


| pounds, and the yield in all vegetables 


is large every year. They have 80 
head of stock, hay being put up to 
winter them on, and one of the 
brothers is at the fishing grounds at 
the present writing getting fish for 
the daily consumption. When the 
weather gets cooler the winter supply 
will be put up, and a vast quantity is 
necessary to put them over the winter. 

A saw mill was brought in this 
spring and a little less than 100,000 
feet of lumber was sawed this summer. 
A large mill will be built this winter 
and as the mill has a capacity of 
10,000 feet per day, plenty of lumber 
is assured this country next summer. 
A grist mill is also part of the mission 
property and after ,its erection this 
section will be pretty near able to live 
within itself.

THE HOSPITAL. 


The ladies of the hospitai aid society wish 
to make public these details of their meet- 
ing held on Tuesday, the 11th inst,, in the 
hope that this will remove many current 
misconceptions concerning the management 
of the Edmonton general hospital. It hav- 
ing been represented to several members cf 
the hospital aid that reports injurivus to 
the sisters were being circulated in town, 
inquiries were made and the following 
wiitten statements procured which were 
read at the meeting. 

Edmonton, Oct. 10th. 


1. To all parties concerned: Having 
been requested by the hospital aid society 
to furnish a writsen statement regarding 
my treatment while an inmate of the hospi- 
al here, I may say that I am highly pleased 
with the care and attention shown to me by 
the sisters. The only ground for any com- 
plaint being that I was presented with a 
bill tor board and attendance when ina 
very low condition. 

Edmonton, Oct. 10th. 


2. To the secretary of ladies’ hospital 
aid: The ladies of the hospital aid have 
asked me to put in writing a complaint 
made by myself to the sisters of the hospital 
while visiting a patient that I found had 
been bothered for money while dangerously 
ill and who showed me a receipt for money 
paid them that morning and about which I 
complained to the sis‘er before leaving the 
hospital. 

In answer to these statements the sisters 
said: ‘*The patient in question was ad- 
mitted on the 8th of September, requesting 
a private ward asa paying patient, and in 
accordance with the rules of the hospital 
he was asked if he would pay a week in 
advance which he did without hesitation, 
giving the sister the sum of seven dollars, 
the charge for a week’s board and attend- 
ance ina private ward. At the end of the 
week the sister brought him a bill for 
seven dollars for the second week, on which 
he paid five dollars on account, saying that 
was all the money he had with him. When 
he entered and on this occasion were 
the only occasions on which he was asked 
for money. At the time this bill waa pre- 
sented the patient was not delirious and 
the doctor said he was out of danger, He 
paid this $5 on the 1th of September, and 
was sufficiently well to leave the hospital 
on the 25th, paying the amoyot of his 
account for which he voluntarily asked the 
preceding evening. The visitor who made 
the second complaint did speak to the sister 
in charge, saying that the patient was 
troubled about the money for his expenses, 
telling the sister that his accouut would be 
psid and requesting that he should not be 
asked for it again. 

The sister in charge on hearing this went 
at once to the patient telling him not to 
think any more bout the matter and that 
he conid pay at his own convenience.” 

In answer to the question asked by the 
ladies aid as to whether the sisters were 
willing to receive the poor who could pay 
nothing whatever, the Sister Superior 
said; ‘* We have never refused to take in 
aay poor person whatsoever since this 
hospital was opened.

paying patients, and 50 cents a day, which 
is the sum charged in the public wards for 
such as are in a position to pay it. 

But it was distinctly stated by the Sister 
Superior, that no poor person would be 
refused admittance, even if the society 
should have no funds available for the 
purpose,

COURT OF REVISION. 

After the council meeting on Tues- 
day night the council resolved its 
self into acourt of revision to hear 
the appeals that had been fyled against 
the assessment of 1898. In all 61 
appeals were received and 16 of thore 
were P. Ileimincks. Last year the total 
number of appeals received was 27. 

The majority of the cases heard were 
of minor importance, the greater pro- 
portion concerning assessments on lots 
which had subsequently changed owner- 
ship. Over assessment was claimed on a 
number of business stocks, and main 
street and other lots. Some of these 
were reduced and others left unchang- 
ed. E. F. Hutchings, assessed at $3,- 
000, objected but assessment stoed. 
Morris & Cc., stock assessment was re- 
duced from $10,000 to $8,000. R. 
Hockley assessment of $1,000 for reai 
estate was reduced to $800 and $300 
on income was left unchanged. Assess- 
ment on Hutton,block since burnt, was 
reduced from $1,000 to $500. John 
Looby assessment of $1,000 on house 
was reduced to $300. The assessment 
of $1,500 on unsurveyed lot between 
the school and Methodist parsonage 
was left unchanged. The 35} acres 
north of Jasper avenue assessed to the 
Methodist mission was changed te 28 
acres as the block did not contaia the 
amount of Jand claimed. Blocks 33 to 
28, Methodi-t mission, were left as ass- 
essed in lots and blocks, but reduced 
to $4 per lut.

Dowinion City, Manitoba, October 
16.—The Galician settlement, about 
15 miles east from here, is the scene 
of a most shockingly diabclical and 
cold blooded murder in which an 
entire Galician family has been hack- 
ed to pieces with an ax. The victims 
of this horrible outrage include four 
children and the father of the family. 
The mother is suspected of having 
committed the inhuman crime. The 
man and children were discovered 
dead in the house by a neighbor who 
chanced to visit the place. The 
weapon used in the tragedy was an 
axe. The father’s head was nearly 
severed from his body, and the child- 
ren were more or less mutilated. The 
exact time when the ctime was com- 
mitted is not known, but it must have 
taken place during the last twenty- 
four hours. 

October 18.—The coroner's inquest 
last night on Waszl Bocehko and _ his 
four children brought in a verdict 
that their death was at the hands of 
some party or parties unknown. It 
1s now ascertained beyond a doubt 
that the wife and mother could not 
have committed the deed and it is 
suspected that the Indians are impli- 
cated, as Bocehko was robbed of $60.

In an interview he states that 
several prospeetors up there on one unfor- 
tunate day stole provisions cached by a 
tribe of Indians which had always been 
friendly to palefaces. e red men were 
not long in retaliating.

The 
result was disasterous to the unscrupulous 
white men. Their horses died of starva- 
tion and half starved themselves they fled 
from the country and returaed to Omenica. 
Had they not left the district Indian 
hostilities would have been -carried still 
further.
